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Curtains: To Be or Not To Be? 


Most of you are aware (and your Regional Techs have been informed) that we have 
moved from utilizing curtainson mos of our tagesto using random movements with the 
curtains disabled. To clarify, the curtains are not to be removed, jus left open. What 
doesthat mean for your tore? Here’sa smple breakdown: 


CEC Stage hows ould currently be running with random movements and curtains dis- 

abled (open). If that’snot the case, please set your Random Option for all 5 charactersto 
“ON” and disable your curtains Make sure that light land light 3 are turned on aswell. A 
Code is required for activating the random movements and can be obtained from Techni- 
cal Support at 785-862-6002. 


Studio C Stage hows ould currently have Random Movements activated and the cur- 
tains disabled (blinded). A memo wassent in regard to these changes. If you need a copy, 
please call Technical Support at 785-862-6002. 


3 Stage hows will continue using curtains until further notice. We are in the final tages of 
creating a new Eprom update that will enable random movements. Until then, just keep 
on truckin’ with the curtains.
